One of Art's Milostones

The effects of war fall first on the fighters,
voung men crippled, bridea widowed, children
orphaned. But a burden of this war, to
which all the world falls helr, and wlilch we
must hand on to succeeding generationn, In
the loan of Rheims Cathedral.

Preclous as n storehouse of beauty, as a
pymbol of the aspiration and endeavor of
many genenations of men and women, as a
milestone In the development of the science
and art of architecture. Ita loss is mourned
with a grief almost personal by lovera of
beauty, by the Intimates of the world of art,
Richard Harding Davis, who was In the
cathedral even while It was being shelled
writes: (2)

'The Cathedral hud been one of Lhe maost
magnificent examples of early OGothle arochi-
tecture, Fergusson called it ‘perhape the moat
beautiful structure produced In the Middie
Ages' It was o structure noble in Its propor-
tlens, beautiful In [ts exquisite detall. We
found tlie structure wtlll wtanding, still noble,
but the beauty was destroyed. Tt was Hka the
